salary" of S13.750 was set up in 
the company for his brother-in-law, 
Thomas Eugene Readnower. listed 
as a vice president. But. he added, j 
Readnower received only S25 a week 
in 1941 for a total of 51,259.34. while 
most of the S13.750 was used to pay 
income taxes on Lamarre's own 
1941 
"executive salary," most of 


which had gone to Meyers. 


Meyers, waiting his turn to 


testify, has denied to reporters that 
the company ever paid him any- 
thing but sums advanced to get it 
started for Mr. and Mrs. Lamarre. 


MARSHALL RAPS 


RED PROPAGANDA 


Secretary of State Denies 
U. S. Harbors Imperialism 
In Lending Aid to Europe 


CHICAGO. Nov. 18 f>P)—Secretary 


of State Marshal] tonight denounced 
Russia's "brazen and contemptuous" 
propaganda as a threat to world 
stability and said it was time to 
call it to a halt. "We do not pro- 
pose to stand by and watch the dis- 
integration of the 
international 


community to which we belong," 
Marshall declared. 


Sharply denying that the United 


States has imperialistic aims in ex- 
tending aid to Europe, he said 
C o m m u n i s t misrepresentations 
"goaded the American people into a 
state of active resentment."' 


Speaking on the eve of his

foreign ministers conference at 
London, 
Marshall 
said 
that 


Russia herself is to blame for 
what he termed a complete 
change in this country's attitude 
toward the Soviets since Ger- 
many's surrender. 


Her territorial expansion con- 


trasts, he noted, with the voluntary 
reductions in area made by the 
United States and Britain Rus- 
sia, he charged, appears determined 
to prolong Europe's plight indefi- 
nitely. 


Marshall spoke out bluntly in an
